Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  (SIAC)  and  the  ECS  Southwestern  Athletic  Conference 
(SWAC).  Moss  (DL,  Petersburg,  VA)  was  named  Pre-Season  All-CIAA,  but  played  in  only  a 
handful  of  games  this  season,  but  still  managed  to  amass  six  tackles  for  a loss  and  3.5  sacks.  Smith 
(CB,  Dublin,  GA)  was  named  CIAA  Defensive  Player  of  the  Year,  as  well  as  being  selected  Eirst 
Team  All-CIAA.  He  also  earned  Division  II  Defensive  Player  of  the  Week  honors  for  his  record 
setting  performance  against  Elizabeth  City  State,  where  he  bested  the  former  mark  on  interception 
return  yards  with  194  yards  for  three  touchdowns.  On  the  season,  he  had  four  interception  returns 
for  touchdowns,  as  well  as  two  fumble  returns  for  touchdowns.  He  was  third  on  the  team  in  tackles 
with  49  and  had  4.5  tackles  for  a loss  as  well  as  nine  interceptions.  The  reigning  back-to-back  CIAA 
champions  received  two  of  16  first  place  votes  and  a total  of  1 17  points  to  finish  behind  Tuskegee 
(eight  first  place  votes,  143  points  total)  and  Central  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  divisional 
rival  Fayetteville  State  (three  first  place  votes,  132  points  total). 

“Preseason  rankings  are  nice  recognition  for  the  program,”  said  Head  Coach  DaiTell  Asbeiiw.  He 
continued,  “It’s  clear,  however,  that  we  need  to  beat  Fayetteville  State  in  order  to  get  the  respect  that 
we  so  rightfully  deserve.” 

Fun  fact  about  Raymond  Williams:  He  led  the  Bears  in  rushing  with  81 1 yards  in  nine  games. 
His  12  touchdowns  led  the  CIAA  in  that  category  and  he  was  second  in  the  conference  in  total 
scoring.  He  had  a total  of  1,233  all-purpose  yards  on  the  season.  Williams  was  a Pre-Season  All- 
CIAA  selection.  Raymond  Williams  led  the  Bears  in  rushing  with  811  yards  in  nine  games.  RB. 
6’0"  190)  - led  the  Bears  in  rushing  with  768  yards  and  eight  touchdowns.  Williams  finished  the 
2008  season  second  in  the  CIAA  in  yards  per  rush,  rushing  touchdowns,  kick  return  yards,  and  kick 
return  touchdowns.  He  finished  third  in  the  conference  in  rushing  yards.  He  finished  ninth  in 
Division  II  in  kickoff  returns.  A sophomore  majoring  in  Business  Management.  Williams  is  from 
Cleveland,  OH.

Vernon  Malone  was  a Democratic  member 
of  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly 
representing  the  State's  14th  Senate 
District.  Malone  served  in  his  3rd  term  as 
State  Senator  until  his  death  on  April  18, 
2009.

Spinach  Salad 
with  Warm 
Bacon  Dressing 

Prep  Time  20  min 

Ingredients 

8 ounces  young  spinach 

2 large  eggs 

8 pieces  thick-sliced  bacon,  chopped 

3 tablespoons  red  wine  vinegar 
1 teaspoon  sugar 

1/2  teaspoon  Dijon  mustard 
Kosher  salt  and  freshly  ground  black 
pepper 

4 large  white  mushrooms,  sliced 

3 ounces  read  onion  ( 1 small),  very 
thinly  sliced 

Directions: 

remove  the  stems  from  the  spinach 
and  wash,  drain  and  pat  dry 
thoroughly.  Place  into  a large  mixing 
bowl  and  set  aside. 

Place  the  eggs  into  an  electric  kettle 
and  cover  with  cold  water  by  at  least 
1-inch.  Turn  the  kettle  on.  Once  the 
water  comes  to  a boil,  the  kettle  will 
turn  itself  off.  Leave  the  eggs  in  the 
water  for  15  minutes.  Remove  and 
peel  off  the  shell.  Slice  each  egg  into 
8 pieces  and  set  aside. 

While  the  eggs  are  cooking,  fiy-  the 
bacon  and  remove  to  a paper  towel, 
to  drain,  reserving  3 tablespoons  of 
the  rendered  fat.  Crumble  the  bacon 
and  set  aside. 

Transfer  the  fat  to  a small  saucepan 
set  over  low  heat  and  whisk  in  the 
red  wine  vinegar,  sugar  and  Dijon 
mustard.  Season  with  a small  pinch 
each  of  kosher  salt  and  black  pepper. 

Add  the  mushrooms  and  the  sliced 
onion  to  the  spinach  and  toss.  Add 
the  dressing  and  bacon  and  toss  to 
combine.  Divide  the  spinach 
between  4 plates  or  bowls  and  e\  enly 
divide  the  egg  among  them.  Season 
with  pepper,  as  desired.  Serve 
immediately.
